TOULON, June 12.—A pitiable spec- 
tacle, the degradation of the traitor 
Charles B. Ullmo, formerly a naval of- 
ficer, occurred at St. Roch Square here 
today, in the presence of an enormous 
crowd. The ceremony was the same as 
that to which Dreyfus was subjected in 
1894. 

Ensign Ulimo was arrested at Toulon 
last October charged with being a spy. 
An examination of his effects showed 
him to be in possession of many valu- 
able documents. 

Last February he was found guilty by 
a courtmartial of attempting to sell na- 


val secrets to a foreign power and 
sentenced to life imprisonment in a 
fortress and to be degraded in rank. 


Thousands See. Degradation. 

Excursions were run into Toulon and 
thousands of people from the surround- 
ing country came in to witness the cere- 
mony. They packed the sidewalks and 
covered the adjacent roofs, walls and 
ramparts. The pressure of the crowds 
was s0 great that it threatened to sweep 
away the lines of soldiers and sailors 
drawn up around the square. 

After the troops had been re-inforced 
with two line regiments, a battery of 
artillery and two squadrons of cavalry, 
“Ulimo, wearing his uniform and sword, 
was led into the rectangle, where the 
commandant read the order that Ullmo 
had betrayed his country and was not 
worthy to wear its uniform. 

Two subalterns then took off his 
sword and stripped him of his chey- 
rons and buttons. One of the subalterns 
broke the sword across his knee and 
threw the broken blade at WUillmo's 
feet. 

. In Tears As He Marches, 


In this plight Ullmo was compelled 
to march at the head of a squad of 
soldiers around the rectangle amid the 
the crowd. He 
walked with his bare head sunk upon 
his breast and his eyes staring straight 
in front of him. Tears were stream- 
ing down his face. 

Several thousand recruits who wit- 
nessed Ulimo’s degradation were great- 
y impressed by the ceremony. Ul!mo

HASH IS SCARCE SINCE 
HIGH WATER BEGAN TO 
RAISE POTATOES’ PRICE 





Cabbage and Green Peppers 
Close to Ground. 


Hash was a rare dish on_ the tables 
of St. Louis boarding houses Friday. 
The blessing of a hash~diet brightening 
as it took its flight, many boarders 
anxiously asked lahdladies and dining 
room maids the reason of its absence. 

“No, indeed, there’s no hash today,”’ 
replied more than one landlady emphat- 
ically. ‘“‘You all can have plenty of 
strawberry shortcake as long as the 
season lasts, ‘but don’t ask for hash 
with potatoes at $1.45 @ bushel and meat 
up 5 cents a pound.” 

As no way of making hash without 
potatoes ang meat has been discovered, 
the boarders had no reply to this foree- 
ful presentation of fact. 

Grocers say the price of potatoes, 
which has increased 40 cents In the last 
eight days, is likely to go up another 10 
or 12 cents before it starts down. High 
water makes potatoes High-priced, the 
commission men say, as it keeps the 
farmer's boy from his favorite task of 
digging the tubers. 
Ham and bacon, as well as_ fresh 
meats, have also gone @p in the last 
few days, and the increase of some 
medium grades of beef amounts to 6 
cents a pound. 

String beans have also increased in 
price by one-third, but other vegetables, 
the dealers say, are at reasonable 
prices. Cabbage is $1 a crate, hardly 
one-third of the price of a year ago. 
Green peppers are also cheap, and 
they go fine with a salad.

FIGHT ANTI-T RUST LAW 
Vice-Presidential Booms Are 
Obscured by Talk of the 
Resolutions.

CHICAGO, June 12.—Secretary Taft 
and the labor union Jeaders who have 
fought him are for the time being fight- 
ing shoulder to shoulder. Against them 
are the anti-Taft allies and the manu- 
facturing and corporate interests, of 
which James W. Van Cleave of St. Louis 
is a representative. The issue is the anti- 
injunction and the anti-trust law ex- 
emption amendment planks of the plat- 
form. 

The Taft managers, with the nomina- 
tion apparently nailed down, are now 
playing a conciliation game looking to 
the results next November. 

For a week they have been trying to 

make peace with the negroes, who 
threaten to bolt the Taft ticket. 
_By a vote of 19 to 16, the National 
Committee this afternoon seated the 
anti-Taft delegates from the Fifth Vir- 
ginia District. These two delegates are 
pledged to Foraker, and it was the first 
clean-cut vietory the “allies” had won 
before the committee since the decision 
in the Sixth Ohio District. 

It was hel@ that the convention of 
anti-Taft partisans in the Fifth Vir- 
ginia District was regular. 


Platform Now Paramount. 


Today the labor question came 
strongly to the front and platform talk 
easily is foremost, even outclassing the 
vice-presidential buzz. The Taft lead- 
ers and President Roosevelt want the 
labor vote as much as the negro vote. 

Therefore they have placed in their 
platforyn planks favoring relief for la- 
bor unions from Federal injunctions, and 
anti-trust law amerdments which will, 
to some extent, free the unions from the 
operatiun of the Sherman § anti-trust 
law. 

The allies and the manufacturing in- 
terests are opposing these two planks, 


and will carry their fight before the 
Resoluticns Committee of tlie conven- 
tion. 


Few persons believe they can carry 
their points against the Taft strength. 


Refuse Any Kird of Compromise. 


In order to control absolutely the Res- 
olutions Committee, the Taft people have 
refused te compromise any of the con- 
tests. Every time they add a con- 
tested State to their ranks they add 
one member to their strength in the 
Resolutions Committee. 

The statistics estimate that the Taft- 
Roosevelt wing of the party will have 
at least 14 majority on the Resolutions 
Committee, and with that strength they 
can put through any anti-injunction and 
anti-trust law amendment planks they 
see fit. 

The allies and the manufacturers are 
up against it. How far Taft and the 
labor leaders will fight together is the 
question that is most interesting to the 
politicians. 

Gompers to Take Up Fight. 
Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, who is on his way 
here and will arrive tomorrow, wants 
an anti-injunction law that will abso- 
lutely prohibit the courts from issuing 
temporary injunctions until after a 
hearing of both sides in the case. 
Friends of Secretary Taft and the 
President never have gone that far, and 
are not expected to go that -far riow. 
They have favored merely a law pro- 
viding that injunctions should not be 
issued without a hearing, except when 
the Court regards immediate action as 
necesary to preserve property. 


Whole Question Up to Courts. 


This will leave the whole question at 
the discretion of the courts, and will 
fall far short of what the labor leaders 
want. The administration also has ap- 
proved a provision that a temporary in- 
junction issued without a “hearing should 
be effective only until a hearing of both 
sides was had and, that such a hearing 
must be given in five days. 

The purpose of such a provision is to 
prevent judges frem issuing emergency 
injunctions and then going away for 
their summer vacations before hearing 
the cases on their merits. 

The anti-Taft men, in view of these 
facts, are confident Taft and the labor 
leaders will not stand together to the 
end and that union labor will not get all 
it wants from Taft. The same condition 
Prevails as to the anti-trust law amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Gompers wants a prevision speci- 
fically excluding the labor unions from 
the operation of the Sherman law.

Firemen Are Hindered in T heir

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 12.—Two 

laborers lost their lives, two others 
were seriously injured and a propérty 
loss estimated at between $250,000 and 
$350,000 was caused by two explosions 
'followed by a fire in the packing plant 
‘of Morris & Co. at Riverside, in Kan- 
gas City, Kan., today. 
The force of the explosion, which was 
‘felt all over both Kansas Citys, ruined 
the cold-storage buildtmg and the fire 
‘that followed destroyed the smokehouse 
with its contents. 

An explosion of sewer gas resulted 
when a watchman in one of the cold- 
storage departments lighted a match. 
This was followed by another and much 
more serious explosion caused by the 
4gnition of a quantity of gas nearby 
and a stubborn fire soon started. 


Firemen Work Five Hours, 

The Morris plant is near the channel 
of the Kaw River and, ‘being in the 
center of the’ flooded district, is in a 
ewift current of water from six to eight 
feet-deep. This condition made the task 
of fighting the fire most difficult and it 
required five hours te place the flames 
under control. For a time the entire 
plant seemed doomed. Fire apparata® 
Was transported to the scene after muci: 
delay by means of flat cars. There were 
50 men in the plant when the explosions 
occurred, but all except. four escaped. 

Two of these were killed instantly and 
two others were badly mangled. Ii is 
impossible at this time to estimate the 
Joss on the meat destroyed, but that on 
the buildings is estimated at $200,000. 


Flood Blocks the Engines. 

Because of the flood the firemen were 
unable to reach nearer than within two 
blocks of the huge buildings with their 
appayatus. Aid was asked of the Mis- 
gouri side, but the engines frem there 
could not get across the flooded dis- 
trict. : 

The sausage department was the first 
to go. The contents of this building fur- 
nished much inflammable material for 
the flames and when the first streams 
could be turned upon the fire, this sec- 
tion of the plant was doomed. 

Telephone communication with the 
gcene was impossible, the wire service 
having been destroyed by the flood, and 
it is difficult to gain an accurate esti- 
mate of the damage at this time.

-inté a mass of mud as slippery as soap.

Blewett 
of the public schools and the heads of 
el! the private and parochial schools, 
Mrs. Gill hopes to enlist all the chil- 
dren of St. Louls in the three days’ 
campaign to convert St. Louls into a 
clean city, if not a city beautiful.

Stork Mayor Among 15 Held 
Responsible for. Keeping 
Negroes From School. 








Fifteen Alton men, including Stork 
Mayor Beall, must pay the State of Il- 
linois $2508.57 as the costs of the court 
contest started by the refusal of the Al- 
ton School Board, 10 years ago, to admit 
the children of Scott Bibb, a negro, to 
the schools. 

The School Board was appointed by 
the Council, so the members of that 
body, with Henry Brueggeman, then 
Mayor, were held responsible for the 
costs, Bibb having won the case after 
the children he sought to have educated 
were grown. 

The decision holding the 15 men re- 
sponsible for the costs was handed down 
by Chief Justice Hand of the Supreme 
Court in Springfield. The only recourse 
of the defendants will be to get a relief 
bill passed by the present Council fer 
their reimbursement. The case went to 
the Supreme Court five times before fin- 
al adjudicatien. 

All the members of the Council of 10| 
years ago are living in Alton. Nearly 
all are prosperous and a mafority &re 
still prominent in public affairs. The 14 
named in the Supreme Court’s execution 
with former Mayor Brueggeman, are 
George Burton, Fred Bolbracht, T. J.

Secretary Cortelyou Announc- 
es the Fact in Treasury De- 
partment Circular. 





WASHINGTON, June 12.—Secretary 
Cortelyou today made public a Treas- 
ury Department circular carrying into 
effect the new currency act. The Sec- 
retary calls attention to the fact that 
the act provides two methods of apply- 
ing for additional national bank cur- 
rency, Banks occupying contiguous ter- 
ritory may organize currency associa- 
tions, providing there are at least ten 
bank's in each association with minimum 
aggregate capital and surplus of at least 
$5,000,000, while the individual banks 
must have an unimpaired capital and 
surplus of not less than 20 per cent. 
Any member of such an association 
without standing circulating notes of 
not less than 40 per cent of its capital 
may obtain additional circulating notes 
under section 1 of the act. 

National banks of the same standing 
as to the capital and surplus, but not 
members of an association, may obtain 
additional circulation under section 3 of 
the act. In -order that all national 
banks entitleqd to take out additional 
circulation may join currency asso- 
ciations, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury reserves right to add to, and 
include in, the territory of an as- 
sociation any contiguous territory 
containing national banks which would 
otherwise be excluded from or incon- 
veniently located as to a national cur- 
rency association. The names of the 
associations must be indicative of the 
locality, and an association may not 
style itself “First National Currency 
Association.”’ 

The Treasury Department will furnish 
blanks upon which banks may file ap- 
plication for joining an association and 
prompt py igh Adve or disapproval is prom- 
ised by the Treasury Department. 

A table is included in the circular 
showing-_by states_the amount of capital 
and surplus of national banks entitled 
to membership in the currency associa- 
tion arranged by states and sections. 
The table shows that the national banks 
within some of the states are not eligi- 
ble to form by themselves currency as- 
sociations for lack of aggregate capital 
and surplus, so they must be affiliated 
with banks in contiguous states for that 
purpose. 

The Secretary will not at this time a)- 
lot any territory for the formation for 
associations other than as indicated in 
his circular. It. is thought that the 
banks may prefer to come together of 
their own volition and it is preferable 
that State lines’ be observed as far as 
practicable and that banks should not 
apply for admission to associations not 
orn ne contiguous territory. 

The Secretary may assign to an as- 
sociation any qualified.national bank 
which did not take part in its forma- 
tion. A subsequent circular will define 
the method to be followed in obtaining 
additional circulation through the na- 
tienal bank currency associations, to- 
day’s circular relating entirely to their 
organization. 

he individual banks of the associa- 
tien, however, desiring: to obtain ad- 
ditional circulation must submit their 
applications to the officers of the as- 
sociation and not to the Secretary of 
the Treasury ahd those officers will ap- 
ply to the department. 

Applications for additional circula- 
tion under section 3 by individual banks 
not members of associations may be ad- 
dressed to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
sency, who bh advise them as to the 
proce es ik One. per cent per annum 
upon average monthly amount of 
public de ts “held will be paid by de- 

ositor a. to be computed from

CHICAGO, June 12—Herman Billik, 
the Bohemian fortune teller, who was 
condemned to be hanged at 11 a. m. to- 
day for the murder of five members 
of the Vrzal family, received a stay of 
execution unti] he has been afforded an 
opportunity appeal his case to the 
Supreme Co.. of the United States. 


Judge Landis of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, who yesterday declined to 
grant a writ of habeas corpus in favor 
of Billik, today decided that the prisoner 
had the right to appeal from his deci- 
sion denying the writ. The case will now 
be carried to the highest Federal trib- 
unal, and Billik will receive a respite 
until that body has passed upon the cbn- 
stitutional question involved. 

Deneéen Dismisses Petition, 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon Gov. 
Deneen and the State Board of Par- 
dons dismissed the petition before it 
for the commutation of the sentence 
of Billik. This action came when the 
Board received the confirmation over 
the telephone from State's Attorney 
Healy that: Judge Landis had granted 
the appeal to the Supreme Court and 
had made it a stay of execution. 

These two slender chances of saving 
Bilux’s life were the result of work 
by Billik’s friends under great difficul- 
ties yesterday and last night. The 
meeting at Gov. Deneen’s house at mid- 
night resulted from the serfes of mass 
meetings conducted in Billik’s behalf 
by the Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan yester- 
day. 

At one of these meetings Edna Billik, 
the prisener’s 10-year-old daughter, 
pleaded with the crowd to try to save 
her father’s life, and then fainted. In- 
stantly 10 persons, all influential, arose 
in the audience and volunteered to go 
to Springfield by the first train to plead 
with the Gevernor. 

Billik sat in his cell until 2 a. m. with 
Father O’Callaghan, preparing for 
death. When he arose at 6:15 he went 


‘at once to the window of his cell. It 


was a beautiful morning. 

‘Look at the sun,”’ he cried. 
it beautiful?’”’ He tried to say more, 
but could not, and sat on his bunk with 
bowed head. 

His Wife Visits Him, 

Then Billik’s wife and daughter and 
little son came. They were not per- 
mitted to see Billik. They said their 
farewells when they visited the doomed 
man yesterday. 

Jailer Davis declared he believed Bil- 
lik was innocent. At an early hour ev- 
erything was ready for the execution. 

Shortly after he arose Billik received 
a photograph of his mother, taken at 
Cleveland yesterday, and sent to Billik, 
at her request. The photograph showed 
the aged mother sitting at the telephone 
when she talked to her son yesterday. 

Statement by Landis. 

In granting the stay of execution to 
Billik, Judge Landis said: 

“Yesterday I was informed by the 
State that the United States Supreme 
Court had passed upon this question, 
but I find upon investigation that it 
has not. I say to you candidly, that if 
I was convinced that I might exercise 
discretion in granting this appeal, I 
would deny it, but I cannot find that I 
have any authority to deny it. I do 
not believe that there is any merit in 
the questions raised by the petitioner, 
but I have before me a cold legal 
proposition, and I have no right to con- 
strue the law but as I find it.”

dent. In résponse to a telegram re- 
ceived at the Executive Chamber re- 
questing the Governor to indicate his 
position on the nomination, Mr. Ful- 
ler sent tne following reply:

QUTSHINE ALL ELSE 


The Republican Convention has 
reached the button and badge stage. 
From the appearance of the output to- 
day, the array will outshine all pre- 
vious campaigns. 

The first buttons noticed were those 
of Willlam H. Taft. The face of the 
smiling Secretary was done in a terra- 
cotta color on a tin plate the size of a 
saucer. The button was hung from a 
red, white and blue ribbon, with the 
word Taft in black letters across its 
face.

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operation of the utilities themselves for the direct revenue that can be made 
out of them—that is only secondary. The main purpose of its control is to ob- 
tain exclusively all of the output of the securities of its subsidiary corporations, 
at its own price, and to market these securities at large and quick profits. By 
the ownership or control which it exercises it is able to cause the issuance from 
time to time of increased capitalization and bonds into its own hands; and the 
securities, when issued, it “runs off” to the public at prices made by itself. 
MILLIONS OF WATERED VALUATION. 


By forcing its made-to-order securities out of the St. Louis utility corpora: 
-tions, and particularly of the Union Electric Light and Power Co., by stretching 
their capitalization and pushing their bonded indebtedness to the utmost limit, 
the North American Company has laid the corporations, and consequently the 
public who pays the rates and charges, under the bulk and burden of millions 
of watered valuation. 

It is a general plan of the company to let the people, who buy the bonds 
of a given corporation, furnish in this way the money to erect the very plants 
that are to stand as security for the bonds thus purchased, while the stock 1s 


retained or disposed of for the benefit of the.promoters. This principle of let- | 


ting the people put up their own properties, whieh are then forced to yield 
dividends on the stock retained by the promoters but representing no original 
investment by them, has been the principle largely followed by the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. 

With the exception of $3,000,000 paid for the Union’s last remaining com- 
petitor, the Laclede Power Co., which the promoters purchased and then turned 
in to the Union at $4,000,000, and with the further exception of $35,000 of 
stock in Union which they foreed Mr. Feuerbacher to take for his (little plant in 
Carondelet, in lieu of the $150,000 at which he valued it, there has never been 
a dollar paid into the treasury of this Union Electric Light and Power Co. on 

- account of the issuance of its capital stock. That is to say, the Laclede Power 
Co. and Mr. Feuerbacher’s company are the only properties that Union Electric 
has ever acquired which have not been acquired either from the earnings of the 
company or from the proceeds of the sale of bonds to the public. 


PROMOTERS GOT LION’S SHARE FREE. 


While the people were buying bonds for themselves, they were not only 
creating their own security, but they were presenting stock to the promoters, 
who enjoyed, free of cost, the lion’s share of the benefits of the enterprise. 

At the direction of the North American Company, sluices of water were 
opened, fictitious values were let into the Union Electric Light and Power Co, 
at most of the many stages of its formation. After it had swallowed every 
other electric energy concern doing business in the city and had perfected its 
monopoly the Union company increased its revenue accordingly—more than 
doubling it in the four years from 1903 to 1907 inclusive. 

By a statement dated April 27, 1908, of C. W. Wetmore, president of the 
North American Company and vice-president of Union Electric Light and Power 

_~ ©0., it appears that the earnings of Union Electric in 1903 were $1,422,896, and 
in 1907 were $2,855,417; the latter figure including the earnings of Laclede 
Power Co. This statement of Mr. Wetmore further declares that “dividends at 
the rate of 5 per cent were paid last year and during the present year are being 
paid at the rate of 6 per cent on $9,885,000 outstanding capital stock.” 


St. Louisans Were Let In to 
Avoid Costly War of Competition 


An outside concern like the great New Jersey corporation, the’ North Amer- 
ican,~ when it comes into the public utility field of a city, may either enter 
with hostility and @ savage purpose to “hog it all,” in which event it must 
come prepared to fight every step of the way with the most powerful men and 
interests of the community as its enemies; or it may come in peace and 
join hands with the intérests already occupying the field, thus securing men of 
local prominence and power to, fight what battles have to be fought, and bear 
the brunt of its defenge when it requires defenders. Coming into St. Louis, 
in 1901, the North American company. chose the latter and peaceful course. 

But the principal reason manifestly why North American preferred to ac- 
quire its control by agreement and purchase rather than by warfare and com- 
petition and cutting of rates was that it was interested primarily in selling 
securities; some securities had already been issued on the old individual proper- 
ties In St. Louis; warfare would injure the standing of those securities, and 
indirectly of future securities which North America would issue and handle, and 
it did not propose in any manner to give St. Louis electric securities a black 
eye on the market. 


PROCEEDS OF STOCK SALES TO BUILD UP MONOPOLY. 


In fact, it was from the proceeds of such securities that they intended to: 
create and build up their monopoly, and did create and build up their monopoly. 
The North American company acting through its agent, the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., in 1901, organized and secured the co-operation of a syndicate of 20 
citizens. Breckenridge Jones, president of that trust company, in his tes- 
‘timony given under oath in a case now pending (Morgan Jones vs. Missouri 
Edison et al.), describes these men as the ‘Mississippi Valley Trust Co. syn- 
. dicate.” Prior to the coming of North American the field of public utilities had 
been mainly occupied and controlled by these same men. They may be loosely 
described and they were known in earlier times as the “old Kinloch telephone 
crowd,” or the “Suburban Railway crowd." They were strongly represented 
in the Terminal Association and in the aggregate of associated but separate 
utilities; and as early as 1896, five years before North American's advent, they 
# had organized themselves into a syndicate, according to the testimony of 
Breckenridge Jones. He further states that at the same time that they bought 
the telephone and telegraph franchises of St. Louis they bought up also an 
electric light franchise that had been held by the Citizens Electric Light and 
Power Co,—"“with the idea that sometime or other they might possibly g0 
into the electric light business in this city.’’ .

The names of these men 
have been brought to light, together with many other facts of importance to 
the public, through the Morgan Jones suit, which was brought by certain 
minority stockholders in an electric company to set aside a merger which the 
North American company and the syndicate had forced upon them against 
their will and over their protest. 

The syndicate was composed of 20 parts and the syndicate members were 
about twenty in number, though the number sometimes varied through a 
shifting of interests among themselves, Their names as stated under oath by 
C, Marquard Forster, or by Eugene H. Benoist, or by Philip Stock, or by 
Henry Semple Ames, or by other members of the syndicate themselves who

How Mississippi Valley Trust 


“Carried” the Local Syndicate 


The testimony of Huttig, Forster, Jones and others of the syndicate mem- 
bers in the equity proceeding is that the Mississipi Valley Trust Co. financed 
the series of deals leading to the monopoly, for the syndicate, and that in the 
main it exrried them, requiring them to put up only a proportion of their ob- 
ligations from time to time. 

So far as the syndicate members were concerned, the transactions in the 
main were paper transactions and not cash transactions. On occasions when 
they were “called’’ for a pro rata of cash, they reimbursed themselves as 
promptly as possible py the issuance and.sale of bonds of the Citizens’ Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. and the Union company, which they acquired. 

What cash they put up they merely advanced until the bonds should be 


sold. 


NOT WORRIED BY DETAILS. 

The rrcrabers testify that the trust company financed the operations from 
berinning to end, and that they, the members, gave io particular attention to 
the details of the meetings and various transaciions, all of which were con- 
ducted at the trust company. The members merely obligated themselves to 
the trust company and the trust company did the rest. August Gehner de- 
‘individual underwriting.” Huttig 


LITTLE CASH PUT UP. 


In general, the trust company was able to finance and did finance the 


operations and exchanges without calling upon the members to put up cash. 
They obligated themselves and the trust company held their interests subject: 


to and as collateral for their obligations. In this manner it held first their 


stock in the Citizens’ company, which it later exchanged for stock in the Un- 


ion company, and afterwards issued them, in exchange, stock in the consollf- 
dated company, which is the Union Electric Light and Power Co. now in busi- 


Finally the stock of most of them was exchanged for North American stock, 


share for share, and this was the first stock that they actually received into 
their own hands. 


CLERKS AS DUMMY DIRECTORS. 

Their stock held by the trust com pany was from time to time voted by a 
voting trust composed of Jones & W alsh, representing the syndicate, and 
Wetmore & Sheldon, representing the N orth American. In the directors’ meet- 
ings, elections and transfers the minor employes of the trust company offi- 
ciated as dummies; these included Jon es’ secretary and private stenographer,

quired to carry out the meaning and intent of the Executive Committee's 


North American Co. 

Q. Do you recall Mr Wales. reading 
at that meeting the scheme for consolli- 
dation submitted by the North American 
Co?

North American and Syndicate 
Each Acquired Separate Properties 


Electric Light and Power Co., of 
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North American Co. acquired. These 
two properties were consolidated on an 
equal basis, forming the first Union 
company, with a swollen and watered 
nominal capitalization of $10,000,000, to- 
gether with an authorized issue of $10,- 
000,000 bonds. In September, 1903, this 
Union company was merged with the 
Missouri-Edison company, a_ $4,000,000 
¢orporation, thereby forming the present 
trust, the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., which has an authorized 
bond issue of $50,000,000, of which $15,- 
500,000 is outsanding, and a capital stock 
of $15,000,000, of which $9,885,000 is out- 
standing and drawing 6 per cent divi- 
dends; the remaindér being retained in 
the treasury for the benefit of the com- 
pany. 


Campbell Acquired Laclede Gas. 
Prior to this last consolidation a con- 


trol of the Laclede Gaslight Co. was 
acquired for about $7,000,000, <::rough 
James Campbell, by the North Ameri- 
can Co., for the joint account of itself 


The Laclede Gaslight Co. was not 
formally or legally merged with the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
but was nominally preserved as an in- 
dependent and individual concern: and 
the reason why it was so preserved was 
that its franchise was a perpetual fran- 
chise, whereas if it had been merged 
with the other companies, which had 
shorter franchises, its franchise would 
have been shortened to the length of 
theirs, under the existing law. 

There were other reasons of policy, as 
appears from Breckenridge Jones’ testi- 
mony. 

Directors in Common, 

The syndicate and the North Ameri- 
can Co. contented themselves with con- 
trolling the Laclede Gaslight Co.’s 
stock; they were represented in its di- 
rectory, and John I. Beggs, the North 
American Co.'s representative, was made 
president of the Laclede Gaslight Co. 
Breckenridge Jones was its vice-presi- 
dent. James Campbell, Julius Walsh, 
W. F. Nolker and C. H. Wetmore, pres- 
ident of North American, became direc- 
tors. 

Before the Laclede Gaslight Co. was 
thus acquired it operated an electric 
plant as well as a gas plant. Some time 
efter its acquisition its electric plant 
burned down, and it has since been tak- 
ing its electric energy ‘“‘as an ordinary 
customer’ from the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., with which it sup- 
plies its own customers. 


Two Companies Practically One. 

Though ostensibly distinct, the com- 
panies became practically one. fhe 
same men ofifciated in both director- 
ies nud fixed the rates of each. A 
proposition to move the offices of 
the Union Electri¢ Light and Power 
Co. inte the Laciede Gas building was 
debated; and in the minutes of the 
Unton Electric Light and Power Co. 
appears the following entry, dated 


judice against every public utility cor-

How the Light Trust 
Swallowed Its Competitors 


The giant Union-Laciede combina- 
tion now turned its attention to its 
smaller competitors, devouring one 
concern after another until it abso<« 
lutely cleared the field of competi- 
tion, 

Coerced Small Competitors. 

Its manner of acquiring the Caron- 
delet Electric Light and Power Co., 
known as the Feuerbacher company, 
at its own price through the threat of 
cutting under it, is illustrative. 

The method is set out in the minutes 
of the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. in the following entry: 


“By unanimous vote on motion duly 
seconded, the general manager was 
nuthorized to extend the lines of the 
company into South st. Louis, 
throughout the territory occupied by 
the Carondelet Electric Light and 
Power Co., and Mr. White was an- 
thorized to negotiate with Mr. Feuer- 
bacher for all of the electric fran- 
chises and electric distribution sys- 
tem of said company, and to pur- 
chase same at a figure not excecding 
$50,000.” 

Later it appears that this company 
was acquired for $35,000 of the stock of 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 

The Carondelet Gaslight Co. and the 


were earlier absorbed by the Laclede 
Geslight Co. 

The North American Co, purchase 
the National Subway Co. The min- 
utes of Union Electric contain this en- 
try: “The North American Co, has ne- 
gotiated the purchase of the entire 
capital stock, assets and franchises of 
the National Subway Co,, of St. Louis, 
a corporation of the State of Misseuri, 
for the sum of approximately $331,000, 
payable tn stock of the Laclede Gas- 
light Co., at par, said steck to be kept 
oft of the market for a period ef one 
year.” 

The Subway Monopoly. 

This National Subway Co. is one of 
the most valuable assets of the trust. 
Concerning it, John I. Beggs uses this 
language in his testimony in the equily 
proceeding: “The National Subway 
Co. enjoys the right today to lay cables 
anywhere within the city of St. Louis, 
without the limitations that apply to 
the Keyes ordinance.” Ps 

The purchase of the National Subway 
Co., according to Breckenridge Jones, 
was “to provide for the future use of 
the company & system of. ts and 
othe Nutional Subway Co.'s rights 
covered all possible future extensions of 


the trust’s city business, and extended 
und does extend, to conduits even under

The City Under Control, Trust. 
Spreads Into the Suburbs 


Prior to the acquisition of the 
Laclede Power Company, which 
was the last city competitor to be 


taken, the trust having cleared. 
the city field of all other competi- 
tors, now turned its attention to 
the suburba, 

The Suburban Electric Light, Heat and 
Power Co. of Webster, in 6§&t. Louis 
County, was acquired by the Union Elec- 
tric in Octcber, 19. From the minutes 
of a Union directors’ meeting it appears 
that John I. Beggs reported that the 
Webster company had been acquired 
for account of the Laclede Gas Co. and 
‘upon motion, duly seconded and car- 
ried, the question of this company 
(Union) accuiring it from the Laclede 
Gas Co. Was referred to the Executive 
Committee, with power to act.’’

It appears from testimony, however, 
that the reason the Laclede turned tne 
Webster company over to Union Elec- 
tric was that the Laclede's electric ex- 
tensions did not connect up with Weh- 
ster.

Threat of Competition Here 
Kept Trust Out of East St. Lonis 


By a contract dated Oct. 26, 1904, the 
Union company agreed to deliver and 
supply, through a cable laid across the 
river bed, electric energy within a ra- 
dius of 25 miles from the East St. Louis 
Courthouse to two East St. Louis con- 
cerns, G. H. Walbridge & Co. and the 
Illinois Illuminating Co. 


For reasons which do not clearly ap- 
pear, this contract was never carried 
out. It does appear, however, from the 
proceedings in the equity suit, that 
these interests in East St. Louls which 
agreed to take current from the Union 
Electric were competitors of Clark 
Bros. of Philadelphia, who controlled 


also manufactured current for sale. 

It is asserted in the equity suit that 
the Clark Bros. threatened to invade St: 
Louis as an active competitor of the 
Union Electric and the North American 
interests unless the latter would agree 
to keep out of East St. Leuis. 


The testimony of Henry C. Scott, for- 
merly president of Laclede Power Co., 
shows that the Clark Bros. did actually 
purchase the Laclede Power Co. of St. 
Louis for $3,000,000 under an option is- 
sued to E. V. Matlack. Eventually the 
property was taken over by the North 
American company and was turned in 
to the Union Electric Light and Power

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“If Christ Attended a Prohibition 
Meeting,” a fervid sermon preached by 
the Rev. Dr. Pedro Ilgen of St. Louis 
in the Opera House at Sedalia, Mo., on 
the eve of the local option electton 
there, is given credit by both ‘‘wets’’ 
and “drys’’ with defeating the attempt 
to add that city to the arid sections of 
the State. After a bitterly fought battle, 
in which women and children elec- 
tioneered for prohibition, the ‘‘wets’’ 
carried the election by 848 votes Thurs- 
day. , 

Dr. lIlgen, whenever he appeared on 
the streets, was immediately besieged 
by women, who reproached him for his 
position in the fight. 

‘It's unbecoming for a minister of the 
gospel to speak in behalf of the cause 
of strong drink,” several unbraided him 
hotly. . 

“T am for temperance, or internal re- 
form,'’ retorted he, ‘‘not for prohibition 
and enforced reform from the outside.” 

‘We can't understand how you find it 
possible to take the stand you do,” said 
other fair workers. 

“I believe in liberty, not tyranny,” 
was his reply. Gat 

“Suppose Christ should attend a pro- 
hibition meeting,’ the minister had de- 
clared in an eloquent peroration. “He 
would stand at the doors of these mod- 
ern Pharisees, covering his face with his 
hands, and ask: 

Calls Prohibition Creed Narrow. 

‘‘*Are ye the teachers of my Gospel, 
the Gwspel of love and, joy, of self- 
@irected morality? I gave you the Gos- 
pel of Christian liberty, of the noble 
deed, and ye teach a narrow, intolerant 
‘creed, 3 

‘In place of the freedom of the, Gos- 
pel, ye have set up prison walls for the 
soul, 

“T told you: ‘Man was not made for 
the Sabbath, but the Sabbath was made 
for man’s sake.’ Ye have condemned 
the laborer who, after a strenuous 
week’s work and an hour spent in re- 
ligious worship, seeks, an afternoon's 
recreation and perhaps commits— the 
crime of drinking a glass of beer. 

“Tl myself took part in the pleasure 
of happy people; I ate and drank with 
them. Therefore the Pharisees called 
me ‘wine bibber’ and ‘debauchee.’ 

“Modern Hypocrites” Also. 

“‘¥, would prohibit your’ brethren 
eating and drinking that which you do 
not eat and drink, O ye modern hypo- 
crites' Have I ever prohibited the use 
of or condemned any gift of my Fa- 
ther?’ *’ 

This ardent plea for his cause im- 
pressed even the women among Dr. Il- 
gen’s audience, and there was much 
applause, though not unniinglec with 
hisses. The sermon erded with the as- 
gertion that prohibition means tyranny. 

“From within comes true refcrm,”’ said 
tne ninister, “not from without. All :he 
great Christian churches have laid 
great etress on self-restraint, not out- 
ward compulsion, as the true means of 
reform. ‘The evils of drunkenness they 
have sought to remedy by Christian pa- 
tience and helpfulness, by brotherly love

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TREE BELIEVED 
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Steel Sled Runner Buried in Weod 30 Years 
Ago, and Two’Have Since Been Kill- 
ed By Lightning Nearby. 


— 





A boy’s<caprice, 30 years ago, in 
thrusting a steel sled runner into the 
cerotch of an oak tree, on what is now 


the Glen Echo Golf Links, may have 
been the cause of two deaths by light- 
_ ning which have recently occurred with- 
in the radius of the tree. 

Fred G. Zeibig, a real estate man, re- 
members when the steel was placed in 
the tree, and how it became gradually 
imbedded in the wood, and believes the 
metal acts as an attraction to elec- 
tricity. 

Joseph J. Howard, standing under 
this tree during an electrical storm 
three weeks ago, was instantly killed 
' by Nghtning. Three years ago a boy 
was slain by lightning near the same 
tree. 

‘When the present site of the links 
was known as the Hunt place,” said 
Mr. Zeibig, ‘‘I lived there, 30 years ago. 
I know the old tree well. It stood at 
the west end of a pond, in which we 
boys used to go swimming in summer 
and skating in winter. We sometimes 
coasted downhill from the tree to the 
lake on our sleds. 

Sled Is in the Way. 

“One day we found a broken sled 
near the lake. The one runner which 
remained was of steel, 18 inches long 
a~* en inch thick, weighing three or 





four pounds. The wreckage was in our 
way. 

‘“‘Let’s stick it up here in the tree, 
out of the way,’ said one boy, and the 
suggestion was obeyed. 

“During the next five years I be- 
came interested in watching how the 
tree, chafed by the weight of the iron, 
gradually protected itself by throwing 
folds of woud about the irritant, until 
it was entirely swallowed by the fiber. 

“TI forgot all about it all until I heard 
of Howard’s death and that of another 
near the tree. I am firmly convinced 
that the steel acts as a conductor for 
lightning, during electrical storms.” 


Teachers Discredit Theory. 

Instructors in physics in St. Louis 
high schools, however, are unanimous 
in declaring their belief that the hidden 
iron, because of its insignificant bulk 
compared with that of the tree, can 
have little influence in attracting light- 
ning. Their position is stated by Prof. 
G. E. Reyburn of the Manual Training 
School of Washington University, who 
said: 

“If the runner were at the top of the 
tree and pointed, it might act in at- 
tracting lightning such as a lightning 
rod does, buried as it is in the wood, 
though this, when green, is a good con- 
ductor, the steel, I. believe, can have lit- 
tle effect of any kind on lightning.”’

Miss Zoe Akins Will Carry 
Plan to Republican Con- 
| vention.

THREE YEARS’ STUDY 





Daughter of National Commit- 
teeman Is Enthusiastic About 
Her Novel Idea. 





Miss Zoe Akins, daughter of Repub- 
fWean National Committeeman Thomas J. 
Akins, has a plan to provide free homes 
for negroes in the Philippines and she 
is going to the convention in Chicago, 
in an effort to induce the convention to 
incorporate her idea in its platform. 

Miss Akins is seriously in earnest 
about her plan, and talks Philippine 
and negro statistics in a manner show- 
fing she has devoted months of study to 
all its features. 

To begin with, Miss Akins accepts 
two theories as conclusive: One itis that 
the negro problem is one ef the most 
important of the big problems facing 
the people of the United States, and that 
it is the duty of the Government to 
provide the negro with an opportunity 
to have a country of his own. The other 
is that the United States has the Phil- 
lipines, and that it should not permit 
those islands to become the property of 
land-grabbers. 

Her Idea in Brief. 

In substance Miss Akins’ idea is this: 

The United States should give negroes 
free transportation to the Philippines 
and provide each negro family with 100 
acres of land and a home. A tax should 
then be imposed on the earnings of the 
negro’s farm, she believes, with the re- 
sult that the United States would re- 
oeive back what it had expended for the 
negro. 

“T am going to Chicago on the Taft 
special Sunday,” said Miss Akins, ‘‘ac- 
ecompanying my father and mother. I 
intend to ask the delegates, and the in- 
fluential men inthe party, to incor- 
porate my idea in the platform. I have 
already written a letter to Secretary 
Taft, explaining it to him. 

“Do I believe they will accept it? 
Well, of course I can’t say as te that. 
I believe it is a good idea. I have talked 
to at least 50 negroes about it, and 
they all seem to think it a capital idea. 
I have talked to several politicians about 
it, too, and nobody has thrown cold water 
on it so far. I have not had an oppor-

Deportation Not Intended. 

“Do not for one moment gain the im- 
pression that I would propose to deport 
all the negroes to the Philippines. I am 
not in favor of that. I would let them 
stay as long as they wanted to, and 
then permit them to return to the Unit- 
ea States.

I do not fear any war between the 
whites and the blacks, and as for an 
amalgamation of the races, that is im- 
possible. 
“The white man took the negro from 
his country and planted him here. It is 
the duty of the white man to provide 
him with a*country. The Philippines 
are large enough and consist of valu- 
able farming lands and mineral lands. 
“I believe the Government should set 
aside colonies in the Philippines and ar- 
range for transportation. Each coleny 
should consist of about 1000 persons. In 
the center, the Government: should build 
a scho@ house and such Government 
The colony 
should be controlled for the first year 
by a negro appointed by the Govern- 
ment. After the first year each colony 
should be permitted to elect its own 
governing officers. 
“The negro in such a place could work 
for himself. In this country he can 
never be much more than.a laborer, 
Such a plan, as I suggest, will result in 
the elevation of the race, as it will per- 
mit the negro to own property and to 
absolutely control his own affairs. 

To Restrict Property. 

‘T weuld have it so arranged that 
the negro could not dispose of his pro- 
perty except under certain restrictions. 
These would prevent land-grabbers from 
swindling the negroes and obtaining 
control of the land in the Philippines. 
“If a negro wished to return to this 
country and lease his property I would

She was then 17 
years old. She has made a study of 
sociological problems and has devoted 
much time for the past three-years, in 
considering the negro problem.

Inventor Claims to. Have Solved 
‘ Problem of Equilibrium and

GIRARD, Kan., June .—Henry Lau- 
rens Call is building an airship, pat- 
terned after a bird, which he expects 
to have ready for its trial flight within 
thirty days.

THE COLORED VOTE. 

What is the negro vote worth? 

The colored population of Illinois in 1900 was 
85,078. Using the census proportion of one voter 
to every 4.3 of the population, it appears there 
are about 20,000 black voters in that State. On 
this basis we must reckon with 14,000 black votes 
in Indiana, 23,000 in Ohio, 25,000 in New York, 
3500 in Connecticut and 17,000 in New Jersey. 
Maryland has 50,000 colored votes, but probably 
they are not all cast. But there is enough to count 
in a close election. 

Nothing has been done by the Republican party 
to secure this vote since the fifteenth amend- 
ment was adopted.

Man Who Collected Ad- 
dresses of Women Denies 
Knowledge of Tragedy. 





BOASTS OF CONQUESTS 


Prisoner Declares He Has Not 
Visited Supposed Scene 
of Murder. 





A penchant for collecting the names, 
addresses and photographs of women 
in nearly every town in Central and 
Southern Illinois, and a willingness to 
boast himself the Lothario among itin- 
erant horse traders of the State, caused 
“Hank’’ McGill, 54 years old, to be held 
in jail in Hillsboro. The ‘authorities 
hoped that he might throw light on 


the death of the woman whose body 
was found in the river below Alton 
three weeks ago. 

After an inquisition lasting several 
hours, conducted by Coroner Streeper 
of Alton, Sheriff Jones of Madison 
County and Sheriff Michael E. Bray and 
Deputy Sheriff M. T. Kiggins of Mont- 
gomery County, it was decided that 
McGill was as ignorant of the tragedy 
as he declared himself. 

Had Dozens of Letters. . 

Though he had dozens of letters, the 
handwriting of none resembled that of 
the letter sent to Coroner Streeper last 
week from St. Charles, asserting that 
the dead woman was Mary Esmond. 
Among McGill's large collection of fem- 
inine autographs there happened to be 
no name initialed with ‘‘E,’’ the letter 
engraved on the dead woman’s gold 
fleur-de-lis, 

McGill remained unshaken in his state- 
ment that he had not traveled for four 
years in the section of Illinois or Mis- 
souri in which the woman probably met 
her death. He would have been released 
Thursday, had not Sheriff Bray wisined 
to investigate the disappearance of 
horses from the vicinity of Peoria. 


' Deserts Injured Women. 
McGill was arrested June 2 by Deputy 


Sheriff Kiggins about three miles from 
Hillsboro on the Litchfield road. The 
horse trader, his sister, Mrs. Estella 
Bloonpot, 1224 South Adams street, Peo- 
ria, and her 18-year-old daughter, An- 
nie Freeman, were traveling together 
toward Peoria. A dispute arose con- 
cerning the ownership of their blind 
steed and covered wagon, for all of 
which McGill declares he paid $10. 

According to the women’s story, Mc- 
Gill struck his sister, knocking her out 
of the wagon and breaking her arm. 
The daughter reinforced her with a 
hatchet, gashing her uncle’s head He 
countered with a body blow, which 
fractured a rib. Master of the team, he 
left the injured women on the road and 
drove leisurely towards Hillsboro. 
McGill was charged with assault to 
kill, but the women, though the only 
witnesses against him, were awarded 
possession of the horse and wagon, and 
told to reach the county border as soon 
as possible. They set out for Peoria, 
at the rate of about eight miles a day. 
They are supposed to be in the vicinity 
of Springfield. 

He Wore a Crucifix, 

Thursday it flashed on Sheriff Bray 
that McGill’s class was the same to 
which the dead woman is supposed to 
belong, that he had shown himself cap- 
able of harsh measures toward women, 
and that he prided himself on his con- 
quests of the heart. The Madison Coun- 
ty authorities were notified, and began 
an investigation. 
McGill emphatically denies any know!l- 
edge of the dead woman or her end. 
The fact that he, like her, is a Catholic, 
and wore a crucifix, is declared by him 
to be a mere coincidence.
